ew York Digs Out of Snowfall 
As Thousands Battle City Drifts 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27—)-— 
Thousands of workers using 
trucks, snow plows and mechani- 
cal conveyors inched ‘forward Sat- 
urday in their battle against the 
drifts and piles blanketing New 
York after Friday's record 25.8- 
inch snowfall. 

Railroads, busses and subways, 
their burdens eased by the normal 
ly lighter Saturday load, fought 
back to some semblance of sched 
ule but many remote corners of 
the city and its environs still 
were isolated. 

Police Commissioner Arthur 
Waliender, after a meeting with 
the City Dikaster Control Board 
and Army and Navy officials, said 
“the next 24 hours will bring a 
great measure of relief.” He ada- 
ea “the city is in pretty good 
shape. There is no cause for 
slarm.” 

Wallender said the city had ob. 
tained use of service of Red 
Cross ambulances to augment city 
forces. Earlier, health officials 
had said only eight ambulances 
were available in Brooklyn, with 
8 population of 2,700,000, 

Markets Commissioner Eugene 
G. Schultz said the food situation 
Was “good” with milk and grocery 
truck deliveries nearly normal.

Taft is the author of “counter” 
legislation which would provide 
tunds to States to pay medical and 
dental costs of low-income families 
exclusively.

States $200,000,000 a year for 
medical care of low-income groups 
and a smaller fund which would 
reach $20,000,000 after five years, 
for dental care.

Adults Find 
Education Is. 
‘Sop inDallas

DALLAS, Dec. 27 — (AP) — 
Elmer Scott, 81-year-old expert at 
educating adults painlessly, is still 
out there in front as the Civic 
Federation of Dallas tackles its 
thirty-first year of cultural enter- 
lainment. 

The Federation, with its own 
Suditorium, library and other 
properties, specializes in adult 
education, which means you can 
keep on learning even after you 
hang your diploma on the wall. 

One man commented that “cu! 
ture sneaks up on you” at Dallas’ 


Civic Federations. Go out there 
to see an old Doug Fairbanks or) 
Valentino movie and you'll find| 
yourself gazing at an art exhibit, | 
listening to a Brahms symphony, 
reading pamphlets about youth 
and adult institutes and perhaps 
even borrowing a good book. 

Elmer Scott, who has been Ex-| 
ecutive Secretary of the Federa-| 
tion since it was organized, is re. | 
garded internationally as the 
grand old man of adult education. | 
Dr. Cyril O. Houle, a dean of! 
the University of Chicago, attend- 
ed the Federation’s annual meet- 
ing this vear and remarked: “Any 
man connected with adult educa: 
tien will clad'y fly to Dallas when) 
Mr. Scott requests it.” | 

Scott's program this year lists 
educators from China, India and 
Latin-America and includes such) 
men as Eduard C. Lindeman, Pro-| 
fessor of Social Philosophy at Co-| 
lumbia University: Dr. Clyde Ea-| 
gieton. authority on international 
law: Dr. Enrique de Lozada, an 
expert on Latin America, and Dr.' 
Shou-Chang Pu, Chinest jour 
nalist | 

“What do vou think of the 
future of adult education dur- 
ing the next 30 years?” a re- 
porter asked agile octogenarian 
Scott. 

“T really couldn't say,” he re- 
plied complacently, “but it will 
have to contend with me.” 

Federation dues are _ small, 
every penny counts and Scott has 
the reputation of doing more with 
@ dollar than any banker in town.! 
After all. he has a sound business 
background. Once General Man 
eger of Sears. Roebuck and Com. 
pany, he gave up a business ca- 
reer in 1913. Today the Federa- 
tion has a paid membership of 
700, a clentele of 5,000 and draws 
sbout 1.900 persons per week to 
{ts various programs. 

Its outlook is global, but for 
ell practical purposes the Federa 
tion reduces its range to the City 
of Dallas. | 

“We believe that if civiliza- 
tion must be saved, it must be | 
saved in Dallas,” Scott says, by 
which he means that national 
morality must stem from the 
community and that Dallas and 
every other city must take care 
of its own future. 

The Federation's early experi- 
ments in the field of adult edu-| 
cation attracted international at-| 
tention and as the years passed, 
its fame grew. Scott probably is 
es well known in England as in 
the United States. He works a 
busy 10-hour day, keeping his fin- 

in a number of extra-curricu- 

r pies. 

The many-sided program of the 
@rganization was evolved through 
trial and error. 

“We have never had the | 
slightest hesitancy,” Scott said, 
“in dropping something that | 
wouldn't work for something | 
that would.” | 
Besides lending a helping hand 

fe many Dallas and statewide or- 
ganizations, the Federation: | 

Sponsors adult institutes, in- 
tensive courses on correlated sub 
Sects with nationally known 
Speakers. 

Sponsors public lectures.

Two 
two-week institutes, designed for 
young people, are held annually. 

Maintains a handpicked, circu 
lating library, free to the general 
public. 

Holds periodical music sessions 
with the use of an extensive li- 
brary of recorded music. Other'| 
musical events. such as young 
ertist series, are sponsored. 

Shows exceptional films from 
France, Spain, Russia and Mexico. |

If a family’s income exceeds 
$2,160 unless there are three or 
more minor children in the family 
it is ineligible. Families with in- 
comes ranging up to $2,592 can 
still occupy the projects if they 
have three or more minor children. 

Therrell explained that incomes 
of families living in the projects 
increased during the war and that 
they became ineligible, hut that 
the Federal Government prohibit- 
eq eviction. After the war, an 
extension was-granted because of 
the housing shortage. The expira- 
tion of the moratorium on evic: | 
tions will clear the way for mov- 
ing high income families, Therrell | 
said. | 
Recent Chamber of Commerce. 
estimates place the Atlanta Hous- | 
ing shortage at 21,000 dwelling | 
units, but Therrell and members | 
of the Housing Authority believe | 
the high income families can find 
other quarters and make room for 
qualified families. 

Therrell already has mapped 
plans for the 5,000 new units. Two 
new projects—-one for white per- 
sons in the Northeast area south 
of North Avenue and east of Pied 
mont Avenue, and one for Negroes | 
on the West Side in the Davis Ave- 
nue area—are planned, along with | 
extensions for the Capitol Homes | 
for whites and the John Hope 
Hiomes for Negroes, | 

“We do not know what we can 
do,” Therrell said, “but we have 
decided to seek the Federal loan. 
Cost estimates range up to $40,000 
for the 5,000 new units, which is 
almost a 100 percent increase over 
the costs of those which now exist. | 
We are doing everything we can 
to meet our responsibilitv and 
hope we can bring some relief to 
the shortage by supplying houses 
for low income families.”

Georgia Lines Stretched to Pacific 
Under Royal Charter of 1732 


Rut little known is the fact that 
Georgia originally stretched pistol- 
barrel like across the continent to 
the Pacific Ocean, taking in what 
now is Hollywood and the enfire 
Los Angeles area. 

The Charter granted the trus- 
tees of the Georgia coleny fixed 
the State's southern boundary as 


starting at the mouth of the Alta- 


continuing up that 
stream to the Ocmulgee and 
thence to its headwaters, before 
cutting across country to the Pa- 
cific Ocean 

The northern boundary set by 
the Charter, a photostatic copy of 
which is included in the Georgia 
Heritage Exhibit now being shown 
throughout the State, began at the 
mouth of the Savannah, continu- 
ing up that stream to its source 
and thence along the thirty-fifth 
Gegree latitude to the Pacific. 


The point where the southern 
boundary begins its jut westward 
is the present site of Atlanta. The 
headwarters of the Ocmulgee, as 
prescribed in the Charter, are two 
tremendous springs. 

These springs in the time of 
Oglethorpe gushed forth from a 
swampy area. Today, they still 
flow. one beneath the First Na- 
tional Bank Building and the oth- 
er beneath the Kimball House. 

Powerful pumps in the base- 
ments of the two buildings are 
now used to channel the waters 
through sewage systems to In- 
trenchment Creek, then to South 
River and on to the Ocmulgee. 

H. A. Alexander, President of 
the Atlanta Historical Society, 
points out that most maps of Geor- 
gias early life are in error in 
that they show the State’s watern- 
most limit as the Mississippi 
River. 

Alexander points out. 
that the Charter specifically says 
that the boundaries would run 
“westeriv from the heads of said 
rivers (the Altamaha and Savan- 
nah), respectively, in direct lines, 
to the South Sea.” 

-In the time of King George IT, 
who granted the Georgia colony, 
the Pacific Ocean was known as 
the South Sea. 

The Georgia Society of the 
Daughters of the American Colo- 
nists have marked the westward 
starting point of Georgia’s south- 
ern boundary by a bronze tablet 
in front of the Peachtree Arcade 
building. 

“From this spot southward 
aiong the South River, Ocmulgee 
and Altamaha rivers to the sea.” 
the tablet states. “and from this 
spot westward to the South Sea

Only a memory will be left of 
those days when the late Frank 
Stanton, author of “Mighty Lak a 
Rose.” swiped Louis Gregg’s pet 
gopher each Saturday and pawned 
it for a quarter.

American engineers have already 
Started work on the three projects 
approved. 

“In order to increase our food 
production, we must first conserve 


our watershed areas and thus pre., 


vent the floods which in the past 
have proven so disastrous to us. 
Then we will start a soil conser- 
vation program and when they 
put these programs through India 
will again, become a surplus food 
country.” 

While in this country, Kaith is 
specializing in flood control studies 
and Verma in soil conservation in- 
vestigation. Verma said that clo- 
vers grow readily in India and the. 
government intends to use them 
to stop soil depletion.

= Return to Heidelberg 
a It all began in February of 1946 when I was 
per walking with three other reporters covering the 
Nuernberg trials, around the grounds of the old castle at Heidelberg 

where we had gone for a weekend holiday. 
We met four little girls, all about 10 years of age. They were 
as cute as little girls of that age can be. We talked with them in 
our bad German and supplied a chocolate bar or so. We had our 


pictures made with them and took their names and addresses with | 


a promise to write. 

Their names were Else, Ilse, Doris and Greta. But Else was the 
one who won our hearts. She had the most personality and the 
merriest laugh. 

I wrote and sent things. Friends joined in. There went a sweater 
or so,:a pair of shoes, the Summer, saddle-oxford type, and candy 
and food. ‘ 

Early in this December I had word sent ahead that on a cer- 
tain day I would drive the hour-and-a-half drive from Frankfurt 
to Heidelberg. I supplied names and addresses. 


I had linch at the Schloss Hotel, looking out on the 
ruin of the old castle which dates to the thirteenth 
century, which was wrecked by Louis XIV in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and down below to the ancient town along the Neckar, one 
of the few in Germany untouched by bombs. 

At 2 o’clock I drove up, accompanied by a guide in a jeep, to 
the school. School begins there at 9 and quits at 5. But I found 
school had let out. 

It was in one of the old sections of the town, and the cars could 
barely move along the narrow street. Children were everywhere. 
I saw, too, that it was in the section of the town where the poorer 
working people live. 


Meeting Children were everywhere. And there, on the steps, 

very solemn indeed, stood the four little girls and 
three of their mothers. They began grinning as I walked toward 
them. They each made a little bobbing bow and the mothers, very 
self-conscious, shook hands limply. ; 

I knew I had to get away from the mob. In halting German I 
put the four children into the jeep. Such shrieks as went up. None 
had ridden in an automobile before and to ride in the famous jeep— 
well, that was, it seemed, something beyond belief. ~ 

I put the mothers in the beat-up old sedan in which I rode and 
announced we would all go to Else’s house. 

We did. It, too, was on a narrow street. We went in an even 
more narrow passage and climbed up eight steps, going up almost 
like a ladder. And there we were in one of three rooms, with still 
another ladder-like set of steps going inte an attic, 
+* There were the three mothers. Aunts appeared. With children. 

It developed Else lived with her grandma and grand- 
Grandma pa. The place was scrupulously clean and the old 
grandma was a magnificent person. I saw right away she was all 
right. 

I had a musette bag as full as it would go. But it went mighty 
fast. I had saved chocolate bars for a month. I! had “scrounged” 
two spools of threat and some needles. I had got vitamin tablets 
and capsules from friends who had some to spare. They were all 
shapes and colors, those capsules and tablets. I had a dozen bars 
of soap and some chewing gum. Also, with cigarettes, I had bought 
four little bracelets in Stuttgart a few days before. So I said it was 
an advance Christmas party. The contents of the bag were divided 
as evenly as possible. 


There was a bedlam of sound as everyone talked and 
I tried to understand and answer. But at last all was 
divided and I fled with the four children and rode them around 
the city, stopping to buy four gift packages of fruit and figs. We 
had our picture made together. 

Three days later when a sightseeing graqup went back to Heidel- 
berg I went along. ._I took with me a young lady who talked good 
German. I wanted to know more. I also had scrounged, to use a 
very convenient word, three loaves of white bread, two cans of 
milk, a pound of sugar, a pound of flour, some soap and I had a 
carton of cigarettes, the legal kind with the blue stamps, that I had 
brought with me from home. 

: I had checked with our intelligence. These people 
Records were poor day laborers. They had been too humble 
to belong to the Nazi Party. But all five of the old lady’s sons 
had been drafted into the Wehrmacht (regular army as opposed 
to SS troops) and three had been killed, two taken prisoners. 

On the day of my return two packages, in which Channing Cope, 
the eminent agricultural expert, had joined me, arrived with rice 
and sugar, dried beans and lard. Also vitamins. A big bottle. On 
the stove boiled a large pot of rice soup, with a spoonful of lard 
for ita “fat.” 

We talked and talked, of sons dead and of war and of power and 
of what the world was like. They showed me the second-hand 
clothes that had come, and the shoes, Summer ones, but the only 
ones for Winter. When it was time to go, Else’s mother said, “God 
bless you and your friends and America.” 

I was not helping Nazis. I was, fortunately, helping in a slight 
way just a few of those who are almost never “helped” in any coun- 
try. And I know there are at least four little girls who, if they 
are spared to grow to womanhood, will never wish for war or hate 
America or Americans. They aren't many, but they are four and

Vandenberg Doesn't Want Nomination 


WASHINGTON—AIll the evi- 
@ence seems to point to the aston- 
fishing conclusion that Michigan’s 
Senator Arthur Vandenberg ac- 
tually does not want the Republi- 
can Presidential nomination. This 


is admittedly difficult to believe. 

A major Republican figure who 
has a real chance forthe nomina- 
thon and yet sincerely does not 
Want it is as rare these days as a 
child who dislikes candy. Yet the 
odd impression exists in Washing- 
ton that Vandenberg has been 
guite sincere in his disclaimers. 
And a final item of evidence is 
now available which inescapably 
Suggests that if the Presidential 
bee ever occupied the Vandenberg 
bonnet, it has now been firmly ex- 


pelied. 


For there is good reason to 
believe that Vandenberg will 
soon bow out as Michigan's 
favorite son, thus destroying his 
own major political asset as a 
potential candidate for the Ke- 
publican nomination. 


According to present plans, in 
the next few weeks Vandenberg 
will write a letter to Michigan's 
Governor Kim Sigler, and through 
him to the Michigan Republican 
organization. The letter will thank 
the Michigan Republicans (for 
their past lovalty, but it will em- 
Phasize that he is not a candidate 
for the nomination. And although 
in the last three conventions Van 
Genberg been Michigan's fa- 
vorite son, the letter will suggest 
that this time Michigan's Republi 
cans look elsewhere.

Brokers Condemn 
Listing Names of 
Grain Traders 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27—()—Deal- 
ers on the floor of the Board of 
Trade said today they felt the list- 
ing of names and positions of 
wheat futures traders was a vio- 
lation of private business rights. 

The Department of Agriculture 


vesterday made public a list of 
big and little traders in wheat, re- 
sponding to instructions from Con- 
gress. It included the names of 
everyone “long” or “short” wheat 
on April 30, 1946, down to the 
smallest possible total—an “odd 
lot” of 1,000 bushels. 

The Chicago Board of Trade 
took no official position, a spokes- 
man explaining that the Board 
was simply a market place, and, 
as such, was not involved in the 
publication of traders’ names. But 
individual brokers—who were not 
themselves on the list and de- 
clined to be quoted by name— 
Said that: 

1. Most people try to keep their 
business dealings, as far as per- 
sonal finances are concerned, 
strictly private. The list of names 
makes such private affairs pub- 
ie property. 

2. Because there has been con- 
siderable talk about “gambling” 
end “trafficking in human mis- 
ery,” public opinion has been 
aroused against anyone who 
bought or sold grain futures. 
Actually, there is nothing illegal 
in such action. 

3. Business, professional, and 
working people in cities and towns 
throughout the country are now 
subject to criticism from their 
neighbors for doing something— 
buying and selling grain futures— 
which they have a right to do. 

Many brokers believe the orig- 
inal idea which prompted the Con- 
gressional interest in grain trading 
Was a good one. “The idea,” one 
broker said, “was to discover if 
anyone was getting ‘inside’ infor- 
mation on Government buying, 
end using such information fo 
personal profit. Such action would 
be. unethical and exposing such 


people, if any, would be desirable. 


“But now we have a breaking 
down of the principle of privacy 
in business dealings. If the Gov- 
ernment can make public such a 
lyst as this, there is no reason why 
it can’t subpoena your bank and 
mine and tell the world how much 
money we have in our accounts.”
